property, to the entire cxrtuaion of their 
felluw-sulijecis in the mother^Miontry ; for 
it asserts that Ucr Mhjibty " holds 
them in trust for her subjects, Ike inhaii~ 
touts of the ealimy." The phrase, to say 
the least, it extremely unguarded, and 
might be understood in a sense which wc 
are sure wtts never intended by the Com- 
mittee. 

Of the demoraliiing and degradinu ten- 
dencies of the present system, Mr. 
Ma( arthur speaks in terms of on com- 
promising reprobation. "'What," he 
ask*, " is the slate, as regards religion 
and morality, of the persona now occupy- 
ing land beyond the boundaries T Take, 
for instance, a gentle man born, brought 
up in England in the enjoyment of 
all the social and intellectual gratifica- 
tions with which England sbouuda : he 
is thrown into the interior, where be 
has liter ally no home ; he has no 
tenure of the lands he occupies, for 
he dues not know the dav he msy be 
lemoned: he, therefore, doe* nothing 
for the improvement of the religious 
state of thoie around him ; he baa no 
church to go to ou Sunday , he has no 
means, extvpt in the solitary cunt in u nine,* 
of his own heart, of directing his thoughts 
to thoie matter* which are of deeprr im- 
portance than any thing lint concerns this 
sublunary existence ; lie has no home ; 
he cannot lake his wife or children Into 
the bush : his situation is in all respects 
most deplorable." Well does the speskn 
condemn and deplore this as " the itiusl 
lamentable result of the present system ol 
occupying Crown laud* at at present con- 
ducted," 

The term* in which Mr. Macabthuh 
censures the disastrous policy Df Sir 
GfcuRtiE Gtrps, in relation to the public 
lauds, is the more ierere because couched 
itt a gentlemanly spirit, and fortified by 
undeniable facta, lie chinks it te not too 
late, however, for Hit Kxc ei-lkjicv to re- 
deem his reputation, and to regain the 
lost esteem of the colonists. Or t his we 
con less we entertain no hone. We fear 
hit Excellency is boo solemnly pledged 
to the whole of the ratten system which 
now stands sanctioned, not only by Secre- 
taries, of Mate, bnt even by the Imperial 
Parliament. Of that system, at to in 
most often st>e features, we behest Sir 
Gk.org e GtPP* to 1m thai primary anther. 

SYDNEY DISTRICT COUNCIL. 
We perceive that three of the Aldermen 
of the City of Sydney are candidates for 
the office of District Councillors, but we 
aueiiion the propriety of their being 
elected. One of them, Mr. Buidixih, 
hat been for noniha untble to attend to 
hit corporate duties on account of ill health ; 
and to impute upon him further public 
duties appears absurd. The other two, 
Mestri.MM uKfcfto'rrtDd Flood, an very 
active membertof the Corporation ; they not 
only attend the open meeting*, of 1 he Conned 
but work in mramttteea : to give them 
additional office would be to destroy their 
efficiency aa councillor* of the city, for 
they moat devote tome portion of their 
time to their private affairs, and they 
already devote a considerable portion to 
the public. There are other eandidaiet 
who are every way qualified, and therefore 

who hare already had honours conferred 
upon ibtm. If Mesarl. Bostca, Cape, 
SiLLiToat, aud Urrwiit an elected, we 
have no doubt that the electors will find 
they have made a prudent choice. They 
are all men of butineas, and men of cha- 
racter, and well qualified for the office titty 
have Wn proposed for.
